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DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment dated 3-3-05 is acl<nowledged. 

Claims included in the prosecution are 1-2, 5-21, 23-24, 37-38, 40-47 and 49. 
Upon consideration, the 1 12, second paragraph rejection is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
1 . The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. Claims 1-21, 23-24, 37-47, 49, 50 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Anderson (EP 1 I 36064 A2), and further in view of Ganison et al. 
(US 6355264 B1 ) as set forth in the previous action. 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered, but are not found to be 
persuasive. Applicant argues that in view of the differences between the differences 
between a silicone resin and a silicone rubber, the as discussed relative to the 1 12, 
second paragraph rejection, the rejection under 103 (a) is rendered moot. It is unclear to 
the examiner as to how the 103 rejection is rendered moot since as pointed out in the 
previous ofTice action, careful review of instant specification on page 8 Indicates that 
what applicant uses and defines the powder as " a hybrid polymer powder is a cross 
polymer selected from, but not limited to, silicone, dimethlcone, cyclomethicone, vinyl 
dimethicone, organomodified silicone, organomodifled dimethlcone, and any 
combinations thereof. A prefen^ed hybrid silicone powder Is vinyl dimethlcone/methicone 
silsesquioxane cross polymer, available commercially as KSP 101 from Shin-Etsu 
Silicones". Page 4, col. 2, Iines13-15 of EP Indicates the use of dimethicone/vlnyl 
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dimethicone cross polymer. Therefore, the reference meets the requirements of instant 
claims. Applicant's arguments with regard to Garrison et al is that the reference does 
not teach both silicone resin and a silicone rubber are not persuasive since EP teaches 
the hybrid silicone having the silicone resin and the silicon drubber and Garrison is 
combined for its teachings of the second component, volatile silicone; therefore, not 
found to be persuasive. The rejection is still proper and thus, maintained. 
The reference of Vatter et al, which teaches the hybrid silicones in cosmetic 
compositions, is cited of interest (col. 6, lines 42-49 and examples).
